ment here in anticipation, of a 
general retreat on the city of 30,- 
000 is organized Chekiang sol- 
diere following the decision of 
their leaders to surrender. 


Their prices 
were hopelessly 


beaten in the Sungkiang area, the 
Chekiang leaders said, and 
al- 


though a force of 10,000 Cnekiang 
soldiers remained in the Kading 
area, thev were e\Dected to sur- 
render this afternoon.

along in the makeshift house 


Today there is this old buildmg, 


one teacher with 2S pupils. New 
the district will vote to decentral- 
ize, after which it is expected tnat 
the school will be abandoned and 
the pupils sent to Nova and New 
London districts and to the Roch- 
ester village 
school.

state law, schools voting

tralize, must again

THE CHILDREN'S AMENDMENT 


There has been a good deal of discussion and a 


good deal of misinformation promulgated concerning 
the proposed child labor amendment. This amend- 
ment, as most people know, has passed both Houses 
of Congress by a two-thirds' majority, and is now be- 
ing submitted to the legislatures of the states for their 
ratification. When Three-fourths of the states' leg- 
islatures have ratified this amendment, it will become 
a part of the Constitution. The amendment is short, 
having but two sections. They read as follows: 


Sec. 1 
The Congress shall have power to limit, regu- 


late and prohibit the labor of persons under eighteen years 
of age. 


Sec. 2. 
The power nf the several states is unimpaired 


by this article except that the operation of state laws shall 
be suspended to the extent necessary- to give effect to leg- 
islation enacted by the Congress. 


It is a strange fact that people in arguing against 


this amendment will make statements that "have no 
truth in them, whatever, and in many other state- 
ments, there is only partial truth. It has been urged 
by some that the passage of this amendment auto- 
matically prohibits children working tinder eighteen 
years of age, in the United States." Of course, this 
statement is absurd, but the strangest part of it is 
that some people whom you would think to be above 
the average of intelligence believe this statement. 
Read over the amendment again. Xote what it says. 


ferring to this amendment it says: "The proposed 
amendment is fathered by Socialists, Communists and 
Bolshevists." And the movement, it describes as 
'•'the greatest thing ever done in America in behalf of 
the activities of hell." Among the "Socialists'' and 
"Communists" and "Bolshevists" of course, who fa- 
vor this amendement whom they are forced to record 
are: Calvin Coolidge. President of the United States, 
John W. Davis, a candidate for election, Robert 1L 
LaFollette, another candidate for president, the late 
President Warren G. Harding, who recommended it to 
Congress, the late President Wilson, who headed the 
movement for child labor in his own state as gover- 
nor and urged Congress to pass the federal child labor 
statute which it did, Henry Cabot Lodge, Senator 
from Massachusetts, Joseph T. Bobinson, Democratic 
leader of the Senate, Nicholas Long worth of Cincin- 
nati, etc., etc. 


When those who are determined to exploit 'hu-

Xo law will have been passed affect- 
ing the question that is not now passed. This amend- 
ment simply gives to Congress the power. 


There are those who urge that this amendment 


will actually give power to Congress to regulate the 
schooling of children. This was urged at an anti- 
child labor amendment meeting by the assistant attor- 
ney general of Massachusetts. It would hardly be 
believable that a man qualified for the position which 
this man, Mr. Lincoln, occupied, would be so ignorant 
as to^make such a suggestion, or would have a desire 
to mislead the people in doing so. But the amend- 
ment would very clearly preclude any such action. 


Twice Congress has endeavored' to protect chil- 


dren from exploitation, once, by enacting a law pro- 
hibiting the transportation of the product of children 
from the United States. This law was declared un- 
constitutional. Congress then attempted to remedy 
it by placing a tax upon the products of child labor. 
This also was declared unconstitutional. And it is 
to carry out the purposes of these laws that this 
amendment is proposed. 


According to the United States census, there are. 


over 1,000,000 children from ten to sixteen years of' 
are working in the factories, mills, mines, canneries, !IST» 
-agricultural and other industries. Nearly 400.000 of' 
them are between ten and fourteen ye*ars of age. 
These figures are from the 1920 census "and that was 
during a period of time when the federal law was en- 
forced before it had been declared unconstitutional.
